NEW ORLEANS I People yvith loAv cholesterol 
and no big risk for heart disease dramatically 
loyvered their chances of dying or having a 
heart attack if they took the cholesterol pill 
Crestor, a large study found. 

The results, reported Sunday at an 
American Heart Association conference, were 
hailed as a watershed event in heart disease 
prevention. Doctors said the study might 
lead as many as 7 million more Americans 


to consider taking cholesterol-lowering sta- 
tin drugs, sold as Crestor, Lipitor, Zocor or 
in generic form. 

“This takes prevention to a whole new 
level, because it applies to patients who we 
now wouldn’t have any evidence to treat,” said 
Dr. W. Douglas Weaver, a Detroit cardiolo- 
gist and president of the American College 
of Cardiology. 

The study also gives the best evidence 


yet for using a new test to identify people 
who may need treatment, according to a 
statement from Dr. Elizabeth Nabel, direc- 
tor of the National Heart, Lung and Blood 
Institute. 

However, some doctors urged caution. 
Crestor gave clear benefit in the study, but 
so few heart attacks and deaths occurred 
among these low-risk people that treating 
everyone like them in the United States 
could cost up to $9 billion a year — “a dif- 
ficult sell,” one expert said, (ap)

Study: Vitamins C, E 
do nothing to prevent 
heart disease in men 

NEW ORLEANS I Vitamins C and E 
do nothing to prevent heart disease 
in men, one of the largest and lon- 
gest studies of these supplements 
has found. 

Vitamin E even appeared to raise 
the risk of bleeding strokes, a danger 
seen in at least one 
earlier study. 

Besides ques- 
tioning whether 
vitamins help, 
“we have to worry 
about potential 
harm,” said Barba- 
ra Howard, a nutri- 
tion scientist at 
MedStar Research 
Institute of Hyattsville, Md. 

She has no role in the research 
but reviewed and discussed it Sun- 
day at an American Heart Associa- 
tion conference. 

Male smokers taking vitamin 
E had a higher rate of bleeding 
strokes in a previous study, and 
several others found no benefit 
for heart health. As for vitamin 
C, some research suggests it may 
aid cancer, not fight it. A previ- 
ous study in women at high risk 
of heart problems found it did not 
prevent heart attacks, (ap) 


President-elect plans 
to override some of 
Bush s executive orders 

WASHINGTON I President-elect 
Barack Obama plans to use his 
executive powers to make an imme- 
diate impact when he takes office, 
perhaps reversing Bush administra- 
tion policies on stem cell research, 
and domestic drilling for oil and 
natural gas. 

John Podesta, Obama’s transi- 
tion chief, said Sunday Obama is 
reviewing President Bush’s exec- 
utive orders on those issues and

others as he works to undo poli- 
cies enacted during eight years of 
Republican rule. He said the pres- 
ident can use such orders to move 
quickly on his own. 

“There’s a lot that the president

can do using his executive author- 
ity without waiting for congressio- 
nal action, and I think we’ll see the 
president do that,” Podesta said. 
“I think that he feels like he has a 
real mandate for change. We need 
to get off the course that the Bush 
administration has set.” 

Podesta said Obama is working to 
build a diverse Cabinet. That includes 
reaching out to Republicans and 
independents — part of the broad 
coalition that supported Obama dur- 
ing the race against Republican Sen. 
John McCain. Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates has been mentioned 
as a possible holdover. 


Obama was elected on a prom- 
ise of change, but the nature of the 
job makes it difficult for presidents 
to do much that has an immediate 
impact on the lives of average peo- 
ple. Congress plans to take up a sec- 
ond economic aid plan before year’s 
end — an effort Obama supports. 
But it could be months or longer 
before taxpayers see the effect. 

“Obama’s advantage, of course, 
is he’ll have the House and the Sen- 
ate working with him, and that 
makes it easier,” said Carl Tobias, 
a law professor at the University of 
Richmond. “But even then, having 
an immediate impact is very diffi- 
cult to do because the machinery 
of government doesn’t move that 
quickly.” 

Presidents long have used exec- 
utive orders to impose policy and 
set priorities. One of Bush’s first 
acts was to reinstate full abortion 
restrictions on U.S. overseas aid. 

Bush also used his executive 
power to limit federal spending 
on embryonic stem cell research, 
a position championed by oppo- 
nents of abortion rights who argue 
that destroying embryos is akin to 
killing a fetus. Obama supports 
the research, as do many moderate 
Republicans, giving it the stamp of 
bipartisanship. 

On drilling, the federal Bureau 
of Land Management is opening 
about 360,000 acres of public land 
in Utah to oil and gas drilling. Bush 
officials argue that the drilling will 
not harm sensitive areas. 

“They want to have oil and gas 
drilling in some of the most sensi- 
tive, fragile lands in Utah,” Podes- 
ta said. “I think that’s a mistake.”

Ocean Census Progresses 

Scientists learn more 
about the mysterious 
deep-ocean octopuses 


WAS H I N G TO N I A city of brittle stars 
off the coast of New Zealand, an 
Antarctic expressway where octo- 
puses ride along in a flow of extra- 
salty water and a carpet of tiny 
crustaceans on the Gulf of Mexico 
seafloor are among the wonders dis- 
covered by researchers compiling a 
massive census of marine life. 

“We are still making discoveries,” 
but researchers also are busy assem- 
bling data already collected into 


the big picture of life in the oceans, 
senior scientist Ron O’Dor said. 

The fourth update of the cen- 
sus was released Sunday ahead of a 
meeting of researchers that begins 
Tuesday in Spain. More than 2,000 
scientists from 82 nations are tak- 
ing part in the project, which is to 
be completed in 2010. 

A discovery that delights O’Dor 
is that many deep-ocean octopuses 
share an Antarctic origin. As the 
Antarctic got colder, ice increased 
and octopuses were forced into 
deeper water, he said. 

Salt and oxygen are concentrated 
in the deeper waters, he said. This 


dense water then flows out, carry- 
ing along the octopuses that have 
adapted to the new conditions, 
enabling them to spread to deep 
waters around the world. 

Scientists at this week’s sessions 
will also hear about the discovery of 
what researchers call a brittle star 
city off the coast of New Zealand. 

The brittle stars, animals with 
five arms, have colonized the peak of 
a seamount where the current flows 
past at about 2.5 miles per hour. The 
current delivers such an ample food 
supply that thousands of stars can 
capture food simply by raising their 
arms.

Study: Earbuds Affect Heart Devices 

Some headphones 
pose a risk to people 
who have paeemakers 


NEW ORLEANS I Have a pacemaker 
or an implanted defibrillator? Don’t 
keep your iPod earbuds in your shirt 
pocket or draped around your neck 
— even when they’re disconnected. 
A study finds that some headphones 
can interfere with heart devices if 
held very close to them. 


SAFE PLAY 

Tests by the FDA earlierthis 
year concluded that iPods and 
other music players posed no 
threatto pacemakers, defibrilla- 
tors and other heart devices as 
long as they were used properly. 

“Headphones contain magnets, 
and some of these magnets are 
powerful,” said the study’s leader. 
Dr. William Maisel, a cardiologist 


at Beth Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center in Boston. 

“I certainly don’t think people 
should overreact to this informa- 
tion,” but it’s smart to keep small 
electronics at least a few inches 
from implanted medical devices, 
he said. 

Maisel said the headphone dan- 
ger applies regardless of whether 
the headphones are plugged into 
a music player that is turned on.

Young Voters Make Presence Felt 


Exit polls show strong 
support for Obama 
from people under 30 

CHICAGO I They missed classes, and 
skipped sleep and parties. Thou- 
sands instead spent countless 
hours knocking on doors to make 
a case for Sen. Barack Obama, the 
man who would be elected the next 
president of the United States. And 
many more young Obama support- 
ers stood in line for hours to vote, 
some for the first time. 

Tobin Van Ostern, a senior at 
George Washington University, 
knew it was all worth it as he and 
hundreds of other students raced 
down to the White House, cheer- 
ing and chanting after their candi- 
date’s win Tuesday night. 

“It was one of the most incredible

feelings I have ever felt,” said Van 
Ostern, the national co-director of 
Students for Barack Obama. 

The night was a huge moment 
for Obama, of course. But some say 
it also was a defining moment for 
a generation of youth who played a 
key role in electing the Democrat 
as the country’s first black presi- 
dent. Exit polls show that 18- to 
29 -year-olds voted for Obama by 
a more than 2-1 margin, boost- 
ed by particularly strong support 


from young blacks, Hispanics and 
Asian-Americans. 

AP exit polls show people under 
30 made up 18 percent of those 
who voted in Tuesday’s election, 
essentially the same as their 17 per- 
cent share in 2000 and 2004. But 
Obama’s 66-31 advantage over Sen. 
John McCain among voters ages 
18-29 was easily the biggest margin 
for a Democrat in presidential exit 
polls going back to 1972. 

As a racially and ethnically 
diverse generation, young people 
had an appreciation for a candi- 
date of mixed race that their elders 
sometimes did not. 

Suddenly, it was young voters 
who were leading their elders. 

“This election felt much more 
different. It was taking matters 
into our own hands to have a say,” 
said Smita Reddy, an 18 -year-old 
New Yorker who helped persuade 
her father to change his vote from 
McCain to Obama days before the 
election, martha irvine (ap)

WASHINGTON I She’s been compared 
to Jacqueline Kennedy, is every bit 
as high-powered as Hillary Rodham 
Clinton was and has praised Laura 
Bush’s calm and rational approach 
to issues. 

So, what kind of first lady will 
Michelle Obama be? 

It may be too soon to know — 


she’s probably still trying to figure 
that out herself This much is certain: 
She will be the kind of first lady this 
country hasn’t seen in decades: the 
mother of young children. 

But Sen. Barack Obama has 
portrayed his wife as one of his top 
advisers, and it’s a safe bet she will 
continue in that role at the White 
House, as first ladies before her 
have done. 

Aides say publicly she is not 
interested in shaping policy. She 
prefers, at least for now, to focus

on easing the transition for Malia, 
10, and Sasha, 7 — getting them in 
new schools, settled and comfort- 
able with a new way of life. 

Not since 1977, when 9-year-old 
Amy Carter moved in, will there be 
such young children at the White 
House. 

“My first job, in all honesty, is 
going to continue to be mom-in- 
chief,” she told Ebony magazine, 
“making sure that in this transi- 
tion, which will be even more of a 
transition for the girls ... that they 


are settled and that they know they 
will continue to be the center of our 
universe.” 

Valerie Jarrett, a longtime family 
friend who is helping lead the pres- 
ident-elect’s transition team, said 
in a broadcast interview Sunday: 
“Having a seat at ... the table and 
being co-president is not something 
she’s interested in doing.” 

An Ivy League-educated lawyer, 
Michelle Obama was criticized dur- 
ing the campaign, and Jarrett’s com- 
ments could be taken as the begin- 
ning of an effort to lower her profile, 
de- emphasize her adviser role and 
present a more traditional first lady 
persona, darlene superville (ap)

B E I J I N G I China unveiled a $586 bil- 
lion stimulus package Sunday in its 
biggest move to inoculate the world’s 
fourth-largest economy against the 
global financial crisis. 

The Cabinet approved a plan to 
invest the money in infrastructure 
and social welfare by the end of 
2010, a statement on the govern- 
ment’s Web site said. 


Some of the money will come 
from the private sector. The state- 
ment did not say how much of the 
spending is on new projects and how 
much is for ventures already in the 
pipeline that will be speeded up. 

China’s export-driven economy is 
starting to feel the pinch of weaken- 
ing U.S. and European economies, 
and the government has already 
cut key interest rates three times 
in less than two months in a bid to 
spur economic expansion. 

Economic growth slowed to 
9 percent in the third quarter, the

Britain Revokes Former Thai 
Prime Minister’s Entry Visa 

Britain has revoked former Thai 
Prime Minister Thaksin Shina- 
watra’s entry visa, preventing him 
from returning to 
London, where he 
had been living 
in exile. Thaksin, 
who fled Thai- 
land in August 
to escape several 
Thaksin charges including 
corruption, was 
sentenced in absentia by a Thai court 
in October to two years in prison.

The recommendation came at the 
end of a nearly 12 -hour summit of 
the Southern African Development 
Community. Zimbabwean President 
Robert Mugabe and his main rivals 
signed a power-sharing agreement 
in September.

Accident during test 
of new nuclear vessel 
releases Freon gas 

MOSCOW I The fire safety system 
on a brand-new Russian nuclear 
submarine accidentally turned on 
as the sub was being tested in the 
Sea of Japan, spewing a gas that 
suffocated 20 people and sent 21 
others to the hospital, officials 
said Sunday. 

The Russian Navy said the sub- 
marine itself was not damaged in 
Saturday’s accident and returned 
to its base on Russia’s Pacific coast 
under its own power Sunday. The 
accident also did not pose any radia- 
tion danger, the navy said. 

Yet it was Russia’s worst naval 
accident since torpedo explosions 
sank another nuclear-powered sub- 
marine, the Kursk, in the Barents 
Sea in 2000, killing all 118 sea- 
men aboard. 

Overcrowding may have been a 
significant factor on Saturday. 

The submarine being tested had 
208 people aboard, including 81 
seamen, according to Russian navy 
spokesman Capt. Igor Dygalo. Yet 
Russian news agencies said a sub 
of this type normally carries only 
a crew of 73. 

The victims suffocated after 
the submarine’s fire- extinguish- 
ing system released Freon gas, 
said Vladimir Markin, an offi- 
cial with Russia’s top investiga- 
tive agency. He said forensic tests 
found Freon in the victims’ lungs.

Indonesia Executes Bali Bombers 


Nation raises security 
after killing 3 militants 
who led 2002 attacks 

TENGGULUN, INDONESIA I Indonesia 
boosted security Sunday after three 
Islamic militants were executed for 
the 2002 Bali bombings that killed 
202 people. Emotional supporters 
thronged ambulances carrying their 
caskets through narrow streets, 
some calling for revenge. 

Several embassies, including 
those of the U.S. and Australia, 
urged citizens to keep a low profile, 
saying they could be targeted. 

Imam Samudra, 38, and broth- 
ers Amrozi Nurhasyim, 47, and Ali 
Ghufron, 48, were brought before 
a firing squad near their high-se- 
curity prison on Nusakambangan 
island in the middle of the night 


Sunday, said Jasman Panjaitan, a 
spokesman for the attorney gen- 
eral’s office. 

They refused blindfolds and died 
instantly, he said. 

The executions 
ended years 
of uncertainty 
about the three 
militants’ fate.

Nurhasyim, 
ever gloating, came to be known as 
the “smiling bomber.” 

The executions ended years of 
uncertainty about the men’s fate. 

Thousands of supporters and 
onlookers lined streets in the mens’ 
home towns of Tenggulun and 
Serang, located in east and west 
Java. Some jostled for a glimpse 
of their caskets or headed to the 
cemetery with family members 
for the burials. Dozens of radi- 
cals scuffled briefly with police in 
Tenggulun, but there were no seri-

Chains 
bound her hands and feet during her 
last week as a prisoner.

Mayas to depictthe passage to the afterlife on Mexico’s Yucatan Peninsula. 


Mayas’ Storied 
Route to Eternity 


Mexican archaeologist 
finds caves with likely 
cultural, historical ties 

TZIBICHEN CENOTE, MEXICO I Legend 
says the afterlife for ancient Mayas 
was a terrifying obstacle course in 
which the dead had to traverse riv- 
ers of blood, and chambers full of 
sharp knives, bats and jaguars. 

Now a Mexican archaeologist 
using long-forgotten testimony 
from the Spanish Inquisition says 
a series of caves he has explored 
may be the place where the Maya 
actually tried to depict this high- 
way through hell. 

The underground chambers, 
roads and temples beneath farm- 
land and jungle on the Yucatan Pen- 
insula suggests the Maya fashioned 
them to mimic the journey to the 
underworld, orXibalba, described 
in ancient mythological texts such 
as the Popol Vuh. 

“It was the place of fear, the place 
of cold, the place of danger, of the 
abyss,” said University of Yucatan 
archaeologist Guillermo de Anda. 

Searching for the names of 
sacred sites mentioned by Indian 
heretics who were put on trial by 
Inquisition courts, de Anda dis- 


covered what appear to be stages 
of the legendary journey. 

The Associated Press followed 
de Anda into the caves, squeezing 
through tiny, overgrown entrances 
and rappelling down narrow shafts 
and slippery tree roots. 

There, in the stygian darkness, 
a scene unfolded that was eerily

reminiscent of an “Indiana Jones” 
movie — tottering ancient temple 
platforms, slippery staircases and 
tortuous paths that skirted under- 
ground lakes littered with skulls. 

“There are a number of elements 
that make us think that this road is 
a representation of the journey to 
Xibalba,” de Anda said. “We think 
it is no coincidence that the road 
which comes out of the crossroads 
leads to the west,” the direction 
described as the way to the after- 
life.

Report: No Foota^ in Inmate Death 


Records show camera 
required in emergency 
responses was defective 

UPPER MARLBORO, MD. I Internal 
reports at the Prince George’s 
County jail reveal that a video cam- 
era failed to record the first five 
minutes when guards arrived in 
a cell to find a dead inmate. 

The Washington Post reports 
it reviewed 13 statements that 
guards, supervisors and jail nurs- 
es provided to internal investiga- 
tors on the day 19 -year-old Ron- 


nie White was found dead this 
summer. 

The statements show that a 
hand-held camera, which guards 
are required to use when respond- 
ing to emergencies in cells, mal- 
functioned and did not record 
the time when guards entered 
White’s cell and started CPR and 
called 911. 

The camera did not start record- 
ing until after White was removed 
on a stretcher and his cell was 
ordered shut. 

White was found June 29 in his 
jail cell, several days after he was 


arrested in the hit-and-run death 
of Cpl. Richard Findley during a 
traffic stop. Maryland’s chief medi- 
cal examiner has 
ruled that White 
was strangled. 

Vicki Dun- 
can, a county jail 
spokeswoman, 
said guards are 
supposed to use 
the camera for 
liability reasons. She said some- 
times it malfunctions. 

Bobby Henry, an attorney for 
White’s family, said the alleged 


camera problems show that the 
“integrity of the system has been 
seriously compromised.” 

Authorities investigating the 
death, including Prince George’s 
County State’s Attorney Glenn 
Ivey, declined to comment. 

Vernon Herron, the county’s 
director of public safety, said he 
was not aware of the reports that 
the camera malfunctioned. But in 
response to White’s death, he said, 
the county plans to install camer- 
as that will record activity in all 
areas where inmates are housed 
and transported, (ap)

160-year-old Second 
Baptist turns slogan 
into a shouted prayer 

Second Baptist Church has its tradi- 
tions and sticks to them: elaborate 
hats, white-gloved ushers, commu- 
nion wafers on a silver platter. Its 
genteel culture favors time-honored 
hymns over Afro-centric verse, sing- 
ing “America the Beautiful” over 
talking politics. 

On Sunday, the old hymns 
blurred at the 160 -year-old D.C. 
church with the election of the coun- 
try’s first black president, turning 
a Barack Obama campaign slo- 
gan into a shouted prayer: “Yes, 
Jesus can!” 

The 95-year-old in the choir fist- 
pumped. “Obama” buttons were 
pinned to ladies’ suits. And the Rev. 
Dr. James Terrell boomed that God 
“made something happen that peo- 


ple said would never happen!” 

The joy at Second Baptist, now a 
small congregation in a sea of con- 
dominiums near Union Station, 
felt nothing like a K Street election 
night fiesta. It was partly economic 
fears. But for Americans who see 


events through a spiritual prism, 
even Obama’s election was primar- 
ily a time to honor God. 

Terrell preached about God’s 
ability to keep blacks uplifted 
through bleak centuries. To inspire 
a boy of modest means without a 


father who became president. To 
give hope. These are the messages 
of the past week, he said. 

“This is a great victory for so 
many, and thank you for remind- 
ing us it is only to [God, that] we 
can turn for comfort and relief,” 
the teacher-turned-minister told 
50 worshipers. 

That Second Baptist is even here 
is a bit of a miracle. The congrega- 
tion began 14 years before the Dis- 
trict’s slaves were freed and had a 
black pastor before President Lin- 
coln was inaugurated. 

Outside was a glorious morn- 
ing, with the last beautiful red 
and yellow leaves clinging to the 
trees. Inside, Second Baptist was 
holding fast to the best news many 
congregants have had in awhile. 
But always in context. Ushers 
handed around newsletters, which 
included a long list of people who 
were sick or needed prayer for 
some reason. On the very last line: 
President-elect Barack Obama.

Search engine looks 
for new partner after 
Google deal collapses 

FUNK I Without Google’s muscle 
behind it, Yahoo’s chances for dig- 
ging out of a long slump are looking 
even poorer, making it appear more 
likely that the company will turn to 
Microsoft or AOL to help weather 
the economic downturn. 

Yahoo Inc., which runs the 
No. 2 search engine, agreed in June 
to let No. 1 Google Inc. sell some of 
the ads shown next to Yahoo’s search 
results. The deal was intended as a 
lifeline for the struggling Internet 
pioneer after it spurned Microsoft’s 
rich $47.5 billion takeover bid less 
than a month before. 

Now that Google has scrapped 
the Yahoo partnership rather than 
challenge the Justice Department 
over its antitrust objections to the 
deal, Yahoo is back where it began 
the year, scrambling to engineer a 


turnaround under a management 
team on shaky ground with share- 
holders. 


Except now, the climate is much 
worse. The crumbling economy 
is discouraging advertisers from 


spending online, particularly on 
the billboard-style display ads 
that are Yahoo’s bread and butter. 
Sunnyvale, Calif. -based Yahoo, 
already adjusting, announced 
it would lay off 10 percent of its 
work force after profits plunged 
64 percent in the most recent 
quarter. 

Yahoo Chief Executive Jerry 
Yang may have wrung the last 
drops of shareholder goodwill by 
betting on a Google deal instead of 
taking Microsoft’s offer. To avoid 
getting pushed out by Yahoo’s 
board, which now includes activ- 
ist investor Carl Icahn, Yang is 
under intense pressure to boost 
the company’s bottom line. 

In an appearance Wednesday 
night, Yang said Microsoft Corp. 
would be wise to make another bid 
for his company, though he didn’t 
suggest a price. Yang turned down 
Microsoft’s offer of $33 a share in 
the spring, and now finds Yahoo 
trading around $13. 


“To this day, I believe the best 
thing for Microsoft to do is to buy 
Yahoo,” Yang said Wednesday. 

Barring that, his list of options 
is limited, and the most obvious 
moves have been on the table for 
months. 

Imran Khan, an analyst for JP 
Morgan, said he believes it would 
make sense for Yahoo to sell its 
search operations to Microsoft — 
an idea that Microsoft proposed 
this spring but Yahoo rejected. 

The result would be cost sav- 
ings for Yahoo, and more energy to 
focus on the display ad business. 
Khan estimates $1.4 billion in 
cost savings or, after factoring out 
$694 million in lost annual reve- 
nue, a net gain of $725 million. 

Yahoo could use the cash 
to buy back stock, make smart 
acquisitions and “more strategic, 
targeted head count reductions,” 
Khan argues. 

Yahoo shareholders are still 
interested in some sort of Micro- 
soft deal, and despite Microsoft’s 
current stance that it doesn’t 
need Yahoo to challenge Moun- 
tain View, Calif. -based Google, 
many industry watchers think the 
software maker is still interested.

The $100 Million Man 


Seth McFarlane talks 
about the price of 
more ‘Family Guy’ 

Q&A I Seth MacFarlane, 35, is the 
creator and executive producer 
of “Family Guy,” Fox’s top-rated 
prime-time cartoon (yes, even more 
popular than “The Simpsons”), one 
of the all-time best-selling TV-on- 
DVD titles, and a show that spear- 
headed the digital-download video 
phenomenon. 

So, it’s no wonder the studio 
recently served up a $100 million 
production deal to keep its “Fam- 
ily” man happy. MacFarlane also 
is at the helm of the Fox cartoon 
“American Dad!” and is working 
on a “Family Guy” spin-off series, 
“Cleveland.” 

“In all honesty, my representative 
said I could get that much money, 
and I didn’t stop him,” MacFarlane 
said. “Can I spend $100 million? 
No. I’ll spread it around as much 
as I can.” 

Spreading the wealth? Clearly, 
MacFarlane is an Obama man. 

So, how does $100 million change 
your life? 

Nothing I can do can really live up 
to that amount of money on a daily 
basis, so my view of it ... [is that] I 
gave them all of my 20s, which are 



irretrievable. [I put my] heart and 
soul into that show, and, in turn, 
they give me $100 million. I think 
that’s fair. One of those is replace- 
able; the other isn’t. 

Let’s talk about what pays the 
mortgage: “Family Guy.” What’s 
new for the seventh season? 

In one episode, Stewie kidnaps the 
cast of “Star Trek: The Next Gen- 
eration.” They [the original cast 
members] all came back, reunited 
to do their voices for us. Brian tries 
to legalize pot in Quahog. Down 
the line, we have our “Family Guy” 
abortion episode, believe it or not. 
Hats off to Fox for letting us take 
some risks, as always. 

Say, 20 years from now, what are 
you hoping people will think about 
Seth MacFarlane and “Family 
Guy”? 

I don’t know. It also depends on 
what way television standards go. 
If the FCC continues to put the 
crunch on everything and things 
become more conservative, “Fam- 
ily Guy” may be viewed like “All in 
the Family,” which would be, like, 
the greatest thing in the world 
for me. It’s just about the greatest 
show there was. ... Twenty years 
from now, if they say the show is 
I CAN’T BELIEVE HOW RICH I AM! That’s what Seth McFarlane, who just was paid still funny, that’s enough for me.

Usu- 
ally, he hides this skill within songs 
that focus attention his other tal- 
ents. Except on the occasional 
instrumental, a listener has to pay 
close attention to hear Paisley’s daz- 


zling string work. 

On “Play,” however, his guitar 
is the star. For the most part, he 
shuts up and plays, tilting the album 
toward instrumentals in a variety 
of styles that show off his speed, 
technique and range. He plays 
surf, rockabilly, blues and swing. 
There’s Charlie Daniels-style back- 
country jams and Chet Atkins-style 
country melodies, and he enlisted 
his old friend Buck Owens for a 
Bakersfield- style country rocker 
recorded shortly before Owens’ 


death in 2007. 

Owens isn’t the only guest. Actor 
Andy Griffith shows up in a re- 
recording of Paisley’s hit, “Wait- 
in’ on a Woman,” reprising a role 
he played in the song’s video. And 
on “Cluster Pluck,” Paisley gathers 
seven ace guitarists, including Vince 
Gill and Steve Wariner. B.B. King 
also makes an appearance. 

As usual. Paisley emphasizes 
good-time humor and tender roman- 
ticism, showing his personality with- 
out words.

HBO grabs the rights 
to a documentary on 
the leader’s journey 

HOT TICKET I HBO has bought the 
U.S. rights to a behind-the-scenes 
documentary on Sen. Barack 
Obama’s presidential campaign 
from actor Edward Norton’s pro- 
duction company. 

Filming will continue through 
the president-elect’s inaugura- 
tion, with the premiere expected 
sometime in the spring, the net- 
work said Friday. HBO reportedly 
paid at least $1 million to show 
the still-untitled film. 

Director Amy Rice, working 
for Norton’s Class 5 Films, had 
contacted Obama about a poten- 
tial documentary even before 
he decided to run for president, 
HBO said. When Obama start- 
ed his campaign and it became 
a success. Rice and fellow direc- 
tor Alicia Sams found them- 
selves in the right place at the 
right time. 

Over 234 years, the filmmak- 
ers had “unprecedented” access 
to the candidate, his family, 
friends and campaign volunteers, 
HBO said. Sam Pollard, editor of 
HBO’s “When the Levees Broke,” 
has been hired as the film edi- 
tor.

A Grown-Up Her 



Keyshia Cole leaves 
the drama behind 
on ‘A Different Me’ 

GROWTH I After chronicling her 
gritty rise to fame on 2005’s “The 
Way It Is” and 2007’s “Just Like 
You,” Keyshia Cole moves in a new 
direction on “A Different Me,” due 
out Dec. 16. 

“The first two albums were more 
... painful,” she tells Billboard over 
lunch in Los Angeles. “It’s a differ- 
ent me this time: a young woman 
who’s still growing and finding 
myself, exploring life through dif- 
ferent routes musically and in other 
areas. I wrote more about other 
people’s situations than my own. 
I’m moving forward.” 

“A Different Me” features Cole’s 
collaborating with a combination 
of marquee names and newcomers, 
including Polow Da Don, the Run- 
ners, Neffu, Kwame, Orthodox & 
Ransom and the Trackmasters. On 
her previous albums. Cole worked 
with such songwriters/producers 
as Greg Curtis, Missy Elliott, Scott 
Storch, Bryan-Michael Cox, Rodney 
Jerkins and Sean Garrett. 

“When I hear something, I hear 
it — it doesn’t take me three, four, 
five times to hear a song and say, 
‘OK, let’s write,”’ Cole says about 
her songwriting process. “If I don’t 


write to it right off the bat, it’s not 
working.” 

And while the pain quotient 
is definitely lowered on “Me,” the 
emotional realness and accessi- 
bility that fans have come to love 
in Cole’s music remain — as do her 
searing vocals. 

She’s reflective and coy on the 
melodic lead single “Playa Cardz 
Right,” featuring a posthumous 
Tupac Shakur; the track originally 
appeared on his 2006 album “Pac’s 
Life,” but dressed up with a new 
verse and arrangement by Cole — 
and producers Fair, Carvin Haggins 
and Ivan Barias — the song has shot 
to No. 25 on the Hot R&B/Hip-Hop 
Songs chart after only five weeks. 


It’s competing with Cole’s last sin- 
gle from her sophomore album, 
“Heaven Sent,” which is No. 14 on 
the chart. 

A girl-talk intro colorfully sets 
up Cole’s duet with real-life friend 
Monica on “Trust,” while Polow Da 
Don taps into Cole’s upbeat side on 
the pulsating “Make Me Over.” Cole 
further hones her ballad skills on 
the track “You Complete Me” and 
flashes a sultry side on a cover 
of R. Kelly’s 1992 No. 1 R&B hit, 
“Honey Love.” 

Cole is also developing a movie 
based on her life. A screenwriter has 
been hired to go on the road with the 
artist in 2009 to begin developing the

On PBS, the events 
of 1929 are portrayed 
with eerie familiarity 

FALL I “American Experience” 
(9 p.m., PBS) offers a timely repeat 
of the 2003 offering “The Crash of 
1929.” The similarities to recent 
events are striking and sobering. 

The film includes interviews 
with older men who were just boys 
on the trading floor in 1929. They 
recall the day as if it were yesterday 
shaking their heads and showing 
obvious pain. Several descendants 
of some of the more notable finan- 
ciers of the 1920 s recall a world of 
opulent wealth that vanished in 
an instant. 

The trajectory of events 
described in this excellent and 
entertaining history of 1929 sound

like they could have been written 
during the last few years concerning 
the housing and stock markets. Or 
maybe the past few months.

Declines in the “real” economy result 
in shaky days on Wall Street, fol- 
lowed by efforts of consortiums of 
lenders to pump up liquidity and 
confidence.

As food allergies rise, 
a Seattle bakery cuts 
allergens from treats 

For 12 years, the owner of Little 
Rae’s Bakery has prided himself 
on what goes into his pastries: real 
butter, real fruit, “quality ingre- 
dients.” 

Now, though, he makes note of 
what’s missing. Like the maple-wal- 
nut scone that is now just a maple 
scone, or the almond-poppyseed 
muffin reformulated into a lem- 
on-glazed poppyseed muffin. The 
chocolate-chip cookies no longer

contain walnuts, and the “peanut 
butter pillow” dessert was perma- 
nently struck from the menu. 

The 12-year-old Seattle bakery, 
which supplies more than 150 cof- 
fee shops and markets in the region 
with fresh-baked pastries, is now 
one of just a handful of nut-free 
bakeries in the United States. Little 
Rae’s owner, James Morse, made the 
move in July — changing recipes, 
scouring his 8,400-square-foot fac- 
tory with a team of employees and 
tracking the path of every ingre- 
dient in Rae’s 60 -plus products to 
make sure vendors follow his nut- 
free requirements. 

Morse said he didn’t make the 
switch to boost sales. They initially 
dropped 4 percent, in fact, because 
of the cookies he discontinued. But 
the market is there — and, sadly, 
it’s growing. 

The Centers for Disease Control 


reported last month that food aller- 
gies are on the rise among children 
in the United States, with four out 
of every 100 children now affected. 
Peanut allergies alone affect about 2 
percent of the population, according 
to the Allergy and Asthma Founda- 
tion of America, and “are the most 
common cause of death due to foods,” 
with even a trace amount able to trig- 
ger a reaction. It makes a nut-free 
bakery, especially one with such a 
broad reach, a surprisingly rare and 
unimaginably welcome treat. 

Nuts are “just an accoutrement” 
to baked goods, Morse said, so it 
wasn’t too tough to remove them 
and redo his “great-grandma”-style 
recipes. The company’s best-seller 
has always been a peach-passion- 
fruit scone, which was already nut- 
free. But it was a time-consuming 
commitment to make. 

“It is unusual for a local bakery to 
go nut-free; in fact, it is unusual for 
major food manufacturers to offer 
a full nut-free product line,” Rob- 
ert Pacenza, executive director of 
the national Food Allergy Institute, 
wrote in an e-mail. Manufacturers 
of packaged foods are required to 
indicate the presence of any of the 
eight major allergens (including 
peanuts and tree nuts) on product

labels, but the vagueness of the 
labels has caused confusion and 
mistrust on its own. 

Morse first became aware of the 
problem on a personal level. He is 
allergic to nuts and has wound up 
in the hospital from unpredictable 
hazards such as the invisible traces 
of peanut butter left on the table 
or toaster at a bagel shop. For his 
sake. Little Rae’s had always used a 
“peanut protocol,” producing goods 
with nuts separately. 

Then, Morse started getting 
calls from people saying, “I heard 
you guys are careful with nuts.” He 
heard they were seeking out his 
cookies, scones and muffins for 
that reason, assuming they wouldn’t 
contain trace allergens. 

It was a dangerous assumption. 


If people were taking a gamble on 
his baked goods, Morse said, he fig- 
ured there was “definitely a need” to 
make sure they were safe. Even now 
he warns about suppliers unwrap- 
ping his goods or mixing them with 
other brands. 

Elise Purcell, head of the North- 
west chapter of the nonprofit Food 
Allergy Initiative, said Little Rae’s 
is an innovator, “onto something 
big” in a field in which Canada is far 
ahead of the United States.

proper snipping and styling, or even 
in gabbing with guests, aspiring 
hairdressers turn to salon schools to 
learn the ins and outs of the industry, 
and, usually, to also log hundreds of 
hours of hands-on experience. Two 
schools that help D.C.’s future styl- 
ists accomplish those goals are Paul 
Mitchell and the Aveda Institute: 
Washington, D.C. (713 Seventh 
Street NW; 202-824-1624). 

At both the Aveda and Paul 
Mitchell schools, students spend 
a few weeks listening to lectures, 
tackling terminology and perform- 
ing cuts on mannequin heads. But 
then they quickly segue into a real, 
working salon setting where they 
cut, color and style the hair of cli- 
ents from the public who pay rock- 
bottom prices for their services.

“Working with a real guest helps 
students become good problem solv- 
ers because they get to deal with all of 
the situations that come up with the 
guests,” says Suzanne Bettendorf, the 
executive director for development at 
the Aveda Institute in D.C. “A lot of 
the learning really, truly happens on 
the clinic floor. A student that thrives 
in that type of environment is going 
to excel in a real salon setting.” 

As they log more than a thou- 
sand hours in the schools’ salons 
(1,500 hours are required for both 
Aveda’s 10 -month, full-time cosme- 
tology program and Paul Mitchell’s 
13 -month, full-time program), stu- 
dents are supervised by professional 
stylists-turned-teachers. They’re also 
evaluated through written exams 
(covering everything from bacte- 
riology and anatomy, to hairbrush 
types and products) and practical 
demonstrations (How well did stu- 
dents greet their clients? Did they 
fulfill their quota of perm wraps for 
the grading period?). The hands- 
on course work can be particularly 
demanding. 

“I think the hardest part is just

“It’s afun atmo- 
sphere, and for the price and the service [customers] get, 
they usually come back,’’ McClinton says.

remember that this is really not 
about you,” says Jaime Barreras, 28, 
of Gainesville, Va., who graduated 
from the Aveda Institute last month. 
“This is a very selfless career path, 
and you have to constantly stay on 
your A game. Every person who 
sits down in your chair is another 
opportunity, and if you don’t see 
it that way, you could really give 
somebody a terrible day — or a ter- 
rible month.” 

Though the stakes are high, the 
payoffs for hardworking stylists can 
be huge. Salaries vary, depending 
on the locations and reputations 
of salons, but recent graduates of 
Paul Mitchell’s program can make 
between $15 and $25 per hour, says 
Roopa Ganapathy, the director 
and dean of Paul Mitchell’s Tysons 
Corner school. With a price tag of 
$15,000, Paul Mitchell’s program 
practically pays for itself in six to 
seven months, Ganapathy notes. 
(Aveda’s Bettendorf declined to 


quote the price of the school’s cos- 
metology program.) 

Amid today’s tumultuous eco- 
nomic climate, the staying power 
of a stylist’s job makes the inten- 
sive training a particularly good 
investment. 

The career is “almost reces- 
sion-proof.” “Everybody needs to 
get their hair done,” Ganapathy 
says. “Would you wait for six weeks 
instead of five weeks to get your 
hair done? Probably, but you’ll still 
come back. As a stylist, you’ll always 
have business.” 

Hairstyling is a standout career 
path for creative thinkers and extro- 
verts because the job is literally ‘Jiands- 
on,” Ganapathy says. “This is one of 
very few professions where you actu- 
ally get to touch your clients. You get 
into their comfort zone, so it’s very 
important for us to make them feel 
comfortable before we touch them,” 
says Ganapathy, who worked as a pro- 
fessional hairdresser for a number of 
years before joining the Paul Mitchell 
school as an administrator. “Within 
an hour’s time, you get to make some- 


one feel amazing about their look,” she 
says. “It’s really satisfying.” 

Aveda graduate Barreras said 
she, too, enjoys making connections 
with clients. Her favorite client, she 
says, was a woman who wanted to 
donate her hair to the nonprofit

group Locks of Love after being 
diagnosed with cancer. Instead of 
cutting off all of the woman’s bright 
red hair, however, Barreras gave her 
a super-short cut. “You could tell 
right away that just keeping a style 
for her that was going to be appro- 
priate for her new lifestyle meant 
a lot. ... You could tell she walked 


out of here and she felt like a mil- 
lion dollars.” 

That experience showed Barreras 
that the hairdresser’s job is “not just 
about hair and beauty; it’s really 
about inspiring.” 

But besides being a good listener 
and a whiz with hair spray, a success- 
ful stylist needs to have a few other 
skills up her sleeve — something TV 
competitions and Hollywood depic- 
tions don’t always make clear. Paul 
Mitchell student Schadegg, who 
studied business and economics in 
college and spent two years in the 
Navy as an electrician’s mate before 
finally committing to her passion 
for cosmetology, says many aspiring 
hairdressers don’t often understand 
that they need business savvy. 

“Unless you’re working for a large 
corporation — and even working in 
a salon — most of the time you’re 
renting a chair from the owner,” 
Schadegg says. “Little things come 
into consideration, as far as. What 
is my daily income?’ Most salons 
require a certain percentage of the 
profit to be from retail sales, so you 


have to know how to sell products 
to the customer. How much are you 
charging for different services? If 
you’re not working for a company 
or corporation, where are you going 
to put your investments?” 

But even being aware of these var- 
ied concerns hasn’t put off Schadegg 
or others from pursuing their dreams. 
Like Schadegg, Paul Mitchell student 
Taschi McClinton, 31, ofWoodbridge 
also jumped into cosmetology train- 
ing with little more than a basic love 
for makeup and hair. She uprooted 
her life in Virginia Beach, Va., within 
two weeks to move to Woodbridge 
and enroll in Paul Mitchell’s Tysons 
Corner school. 

Now, nearly halfway through her 
cosmetology training, McClinton 
says her long-term goal is to travel 
the world as a freelance hairstylist 
and makeup artist for entertainers. 
Changing her career was “the best 
decision I ever made,” McClinton 
says. “Every client I’ve had so far is 
a true experience. It’s just exciting 
for me to be out on the floor every

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Thinking about 
becoming a police 
officer? Bring all 
your determination 

One summer day last year, Prince 
George’s County and City of Bowie 
police approached a townhouse 
on Filler Lane. The county sher- 
iff SWAT team stared at the door, 
awaiting its signal. 

Pvt. 1st Class Jamie Anderson 
was there. A week before, the city 
of Bowie police officer had made 
a routine traffic stop. “The driver 
bailed and ran,” she says dryly, “and 
dropped a pound of marijuana.” 



of push-ups, sit-ups,

The driver had run toward this 
house, and research linked the 
car’s registration to this address. 
Anderson wrote up a search war- 
rant, laying out probable cause for 
a raid and outlining public dangers 
of not investigating. Among them: 
“The house was 200 to 300 feet 
from a school and right in front of 
a playground.” 

Once the SWAT team cleared 
the rooms and contained their 
occupants, Anderson and her fel- 
low officers searched the premis- 
es. They turned up an AK-47 and 
300 Ecstasy pills before making 
six arrests. 

“It felt great,” says Anderson, 
who joined the force early in 2007. 
“My favorite part of the job is know- 
ing I’ve made a difference somehow. 
On every call, I try to render ser- 
vice with integrity and let citizens 
feel protected.” 

A native of Manassas, Va., 
Anderson had assumed she’d 
enroll in college and play basket- 
ball. Friends coaxed her into join- 
ing the Army instead; she served 
stateside from 1997 to 2001 with 


an infantry unit as a water treat- 
ment specialist. 

After that came stints with 
Coca-Cola and UPS. Once again, 
friends suggested a change: Police 
officers in Arlington and at the 
Pentagon talked about how “what 
they did was so cool.” Anderson 
attended a briefing at the Prince 
George’s Community College 
Municipal Police Academy and 
signed up. 

Not just anyone can enroll: 
Students must be at least 20 and 
a U.S. citizen; have a high school 
degree or GED; pass a physical 
exam and drug screening; have 
good moral standards and three 
references; submit to a background 
check; and have no felonies or seri- 


ous misdemeanors and no more 
than three current points or seri- 
ous driving offenses. 

The course costs $3,300 plus 
$150 for the screenings. Graduates 
receive 18 semester hours of 
college credit. The course 
doesn’t promise employ- 
ment, but “for those who 
haven’t lied to us about 
their background, there’s 
close to a 100 percent hir- 
ing rate within a couple 
of months,” says Larry L. 
Shanks, director of the PGCC Public 
Safety and Security Institute, which 
includes the academy. Staring sala- 
ries generally range from $40,000 
to $46,000, he says. 

The 23 weeks of training is 


“very intense. It made me a better, 
stronger person,” Anderson says. 
“Stronger” is part of the point — 
the first day included “an hour of 
push-ups, sit-ups, jumping jacks and 
any other exercises they could 
put us through. Do all that 
on Friday, and you come 
back on Monday.” 

The a c a d e my 
demands physical con- 
ditioning — running 
every morning, weight 
training, and fighting and 
defensive exercises — plus safety 
and firearms training; role play- 
ing; and instruction in criminal, 
juvenile and traffic law; police 
operations and interrogation; and 
community relations. By August 


2005, Anderson’s class of 27 had 
shrunk to 13. 

At graduation, relatives and 
friends saw her receive two awards 
— for best driver and for top scorer 
in the first-responders segment. 
Because police chiefs of several 
jurisdictions attend the ceremony, 
graduates network there for jobs; 
that’s how Anderson started as a 
beat officer for 0.8-square-mile 
Seat Pleasant, Md.

She stayed 11/2 years before 
moving to the brand-new city of 
Bowie force, where pay and benefits 
were better, as was the potential for 
growth. Because Anderson was an 
early hire — her badge number is 005 
— she has seniority on the now-3 8- 
person force. Someday that will allow 
her to choose her own schedule. 

Right now, that schedule is 
hectic. The 29 -year-old wife and 
mother works full time while tak- 
ing classes at PGCC toward an 
associate’s degree, then a bache- 
lor’s, in criminal justice. One inspi- 
ration is Bowie Chief Katherine 
Perez, who has a master’s degree, 
an open-door policy, and plenty of 
advice for her officers. Anderson 
appreciates that police chiefs in 
Bowie and D.C., and the Prince 
George’s District 2 commander — 
all women — took charge at about 
the same time. 

Meanwhile, this month 
Anderson takes charge as Bowie’s 
first certified DARE officer. A 
benefit of DARE — a nationwide 
police program teaching children 
and teens to resist drugs, gangs and 
bullies — is offering kids a positive 
image of police and a trusted ear in 
law enforcement. 

Anderson’s 4-year-old son is 
too young for DARE — and is too 
young to understand the dangers 
of chasing armed suspects or tes- 
tifying against people like those 
arrested in the SWAT raid. He just 
sees police cars on TV and proud- 
ly shouts, “That’s you. Mommy!”

A Dude &

Meet the ex-surfer 
who created South 
Moon Under’s chic 
clothes boutiques 

Want to know the trick to running 
a company for four decades without 
a single losing year? Don’t be afraid 
to go with the flow. 

At least, that’s how Frank Gunion 
has done it. South Moon Under 
began as a surf shop in Ocean City, 
Md., in 1968, but the company has 
grown beyond surfboards to include 
designer labels in clothing, handbags, 
decor and jewelry. It’s also moved 
beyond Ocean City, with 11 locations 
— including Bethesda, Clarendon 
and Reston — and a lucrative Web 
business. The company plans to open 
more stores in the next five years; the 
first will open early 2009 in National 
Harbor. 

The stores are stocked with Joe’s 
Jeans, Lacoste polos, Ugg Australia 


shoes and Shoshanna dresses. And 
although sparkling jewelry cases 
have replaced the surfboards, the 
company pays homage to its sandy 
roots: It carries bathing suits and 
flip-flops year-round.

in 1968 when he decided to rebel 
against The Man. 

“My generation was really dis- 
illusioned with, for lack of a better 
term, what I would call the estab- 
lishment,” says Gunion, now 59. “So, 
I was looking for an alternative way 
to make my way through life. So, 
then I ended up back at the beach,

picked up surfing, and somehow 
it evolved into a way of making a 
living.

we decided it was clothing. This is 
just what felt like the right thing to 
do,” Gunion says. 

Still, the transition from surfer 
haven to fashionista nirvana was 
gradual, says Gage Lester, who has 
been South Moon Under’s market- 
ing director for three years. 

“In the early ’80s, we opened the 
first store across the Bay Bridge 
in Bethesda, and I think that was 
the first step in that direction,” 
Lester says. 

“I’d say [Washington’s] a very 
progressive city fashion-wise,” says 
Gunion, who grewup here. “People like 
good design. They like gardens that 
look good, they like houses that are 
well designed, they like office build- 
ings that are well designed. You look 
at even the subway system — Metro 
really is a neat design. I think that 
Washington happens to be a place 
where people appreciate good design, 
so it’s really a good place for a store that 
is focused on good design. 

“The primary reason for exis- 
tence, why we get up every day, is we 
are here to provide what I call the

Frank Gunion, the owner of South 
Moon Under — a company that has 
never had a losing year in its four 
decades of existence — has five tips 
for launching and running a business.

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art of fashion for our customers so 
they can have fun with it,” Gunion 
says. His winning tactic? Buying 
items in small quantities and chang- 
ing the inventory often. 

Most customers appreciate the 
effort. “I like the people that work 
there and the service,” says Michelle 
Leonard, a 30-something who lives 
near the Clarendon location and visits 
it twice a week. “They’ve become my 
friends. They know what I like and puU 
things for me. I go in just to say hi and 
end up trying on eight outfits.” 

Not everyone is as enamored 
with South Moon Under. Jason 
Cheney, a 33-year-old Arlington res- 
ident, wandered into the Clarendon 
store about eight months ago and 
left empty-handed — and unim- 
pressed. 

The men’s selection was lack- 
ing, he says, and “while what they 
had was nice-looking, frankly, for 
almost $200 for a shirt or a pair of 
chinos, you can get the same thing 
and a much better selection at simi- 
lar stores: Abercrombie, American 
Eagle, Banana Republic. It just

seemed to be a very high price tag 
for something that wasn’t setting 
you apart from the pack.” 

Cheney says that was his first, 
last and only visit to the store. Maybe 
“they’ve expanded the selection or 
maybe they came down in prices, or 
maybe I caught them on an off day, 
but there was just nothing compelling 
about that one visit to make me go to 
see if any of that was the case.”

Gunion understands the criticism 
but adds that his company appeals 
to a select audience. “Every business 
— especially when you don’t have a 
huge store like a department store 


— you have to pick your niche, what 
it is you’re focusing on, and we can’t 
do it all. We have to pick the areas 
that we can do well,” he says. The 
average price of items the stores sell 
is $ 69 , he added. 

South Moon Under may have 
started as a way for Gunion to rebel, 
but today it’s firmly entrenched in 
the business world, and Gunion has 
no problem with that. “I think the 
people who became a part of the 
business world that originated from 
back in the ’60s actually changed the 
business world to a certain degree, at 
least parts of it,” he says. “There are a 
lot of more creative, more thoughtful 
businesses that exist today that were 
an offshoot of that time period, and 
that’s how we really like to think of 
ourselves.” 

“I’d have to say now, after 40 
years, we run a very well-orga- 
nized business model that proba- 
bly employs a lot of the things that 
they teach in a really good busi- 
ness school,” Gunion says. “I think 
we found our niche.”

Here and across the nation, in 
myriad strange and sympathetic 
ways, a full-service dating industry 
has bloomed in recent years prom- 
ising to assist lovelorn souls in that 
age-old quest for companionship.

They leave towns full 
of family and friends in exchange for 
cities rife with interesting opportu- 
nities but few connections. They are 
tied to, and reliant on, technology.

Rock the power 
tools, put on some 
safety goggles, 
and create a pen 

Most of us city dwellers (and 
many suburbanites, too) don’t 
have a lathe sitting around in 
the spare bedroom. So, Fairfax 
County Public Schools Adult and 
Community Education’s (ACE) Pen 
Workshop is a very unconvention- 
al offering and an opportunity to 
learn something of a lost art. The 
three-hour class gives students 


a chance to start with a block of 
wood and leave with a writing 
instrument. 

The Basics 

Drew Mitchum teaches the pen- 
making class almost every semes- 
ter through FCPS ACE. Students 
are involved in every aspect of the 
process, from selecting the wood to 
inserting the pen blank and finally 
shaping the pen on a lathe spin- 
ning at “ludicrous speed,” Mitchum 
jokes. It’s like shop class, except 
way better. Participants’ skill levels 
vary from never-touched-a-saw-in- 
my-life to members of local wood- 



wood, attention to detail matters. 
There’s no undoing if you cut too far 
with the lathe. That’s what Mitchum 
enjoys: “When I’m done. I’m 
done,” he says. “I don’t turn 
off the lathe to see what it 
looks like.” Scary words, 
but after 15 minutes of 
nonstop whirring noises, 
everyone in the class has 
shaped and sanded a pen, 
ready to polish and burnish. 
Here’s where students’ choice ofwood 
really begins to make a difference: 
what looked like mostly-identical 
blocks of wood begin to take on rich 
tones of all different colors.

How do they know they’re ready to 
cut the cord and jump in? 

The hardest part is knowing when 
to jump ship. That’s a decision 
that has to go with their comfort 
level. But they shouldn’t be hold- 
ing out for the very best gigs only. 
If they’re a writer, they shouldn’t 
say, “I only want to do travel writ- 
ing.” They need to be willing to do 
work that is not their first choice, 
because that’s the kind of work 
that’s going to be their bread and 
butter, and will get them out of 
their day job. 

How do you make the leap from a 
steady paycheck to freelancing? 

For me, I always felt four months’ 
salary would be enough. I’ve heard 
12 months is the appropriate 
amount, but four months’ worked

for me. But a lot of people are mak- 
ing the leap right now through no 
fault of their own — they’ve lost 
their jobs and are faced with this 
decision. Some people have a full 
freelance workload in a few weeks 
or months, and sometimes it takes 
a couple of years. 

I love your dedication in the book — 
“To anyone who’s ever hit the snooze 
button five times on a Monday.” 

Oh, yeah. I’ve been there! I still do it 
now. It’s not 100 percent bliss to work 


for yourself It’s not a Disney movie 
with singing chipmunks. Like any 
job, it has its ups and downs. Maybe 
it’s because you’re working on a proj- 
ect that isn’t going right, and there’s 
more room for miscommunication, or 
unpaid invoices. But, overall, it’s great 
to be in control of your work life. 

What if you’re already freelancing 
and your workload’s plummeting 
faster than the Dow Jones? 

One way to ensure that you’re gain- 
fully employed as a freelancer is to 
diversify. If you are a bookkeeper and 
you have traditionally been work- 
ing for small businesses, diversify

the industries you’re working with. 
A creative worker can’t just rely on 
print anymore, as much as it pains 
me to say that. As I mentioned, you 
can’t rely on aspirations of only want- 
ing to shoot pictures for travel mag- 


azines . . . but you’ll ensure you have 
the work to do that if you take photos 
for the wonky trade magazines or for 
individuals, too. 

Even if you have a cash cow client, 
diversify, because you never know 
when the money will dry up. Force 
yourself to make three new contacts 
a week, send out pitch letters, or carve 
out an hour a week for marketing. 
Most important, continue to make 
contacts within the freelance commu- 
nity. That’s where a lot of your recom- 
mendations will come from. 

What would you tell others who are 
afraid they don’t have the discipline? 


If you are the only one responsible 
for your livelihood, it comes down 
to the fact that if you don’t work, you 
don’t have rent or grocery money. 
To make it easier on yourself, take 
away the distractions. Working on 
a set schedule is incredibly helpful. 
Deadlines are also really helpful. ... 
Give yourself hard deadlines and 
stick to them. One tip: Don’t give 
yourself a Monday deadline, or youll 
wind up scrambling on Sunday. 

As far as the motivation thing, you 
may need to play tricks on yourself 
and rely on delayed gratification, or 
pop in a CD and work until it’s done. 
If you have to, unplug your TV until

you finish. Also, having a set 
starting time and having some- 
thing you do before you go to work 
each day, like morning rituals, will 
help. 

What if you’re not a whiz with 
money or a technical guru? 

I’m neither of those things. I have 
a technical helper, and I’ll trade 
things like dinners if my computer’s 
too expensive to fix. But if you don’t 
know the first thing about running a 
business, you have to learn because 
that’s half the game when you’re on 
your own. My general advice: Make 
sure you have an army of consultants 
in place, whether it’s people you bar- 
ter with or professionals. 

Describe your client from hell. How 
would you know how to delicately 
handle them or when to give them 
the boot? 

For me, the clients from hell are the 
ones that change the deadlines all 
the time so that the project comes 
in too early or it’s late, which means 


I’m waiting for work, or that I sud- 
denly have to scramble and mess up 
another client as a result. 

Often, if clients are making 
demands that seem unrealistic, it’s 
because they think you’re sitting 
around waiting for them. Some peo- 
ple haven’t worked with freelancers 
enough. It’s your job to delicately tell 
them that you want to accommodate 
them by saying, “Here’s what I can do.” 
Ask if you can have an extra day. 

And should you choose to work 
with that client again, you can always 
charge a “pain-in-the-butt rate.” 

Any regrets? 

I did it on a whim. ... It was not with 
planning or forethought or clients 
or money in the bank. I had all the 
sense of a golden retriever. And it 
was so much harder then! There was 
no Web, and it was much harder 
to meet other people working for 
themselves. But I made it work — 
not very eloquently the first couple 
of years — but I made it work, and 
I’m so glad.
